GONEJJNDER. 


The Fidelity National Bank, of Clneln- 
natl Closes Its ]>oor8 and Passes 
Into the Hands of the Bank 
Examiner. 


CxNonmAxi, June 21.—The Fidelity 
National Bank was closed this morning 
by order of the government through its 
representative, IMbr. Jflugene Powell, the 
bank examiner. A meeting of the board 
of directors was called at 7 o'clock this 
morning and is now in session. 
There 
are no means of ascertaining the action, 
as the doors of the bank are closed and 
policemen within and without guard the 
entrance against everybody except per- 
sons having business with the safe de- 
posit department of the bank. The 
sidewalk is lined with people in the 
vicinity, who are quietly discussing the 
situation without even knowing the 
government bank examiner has been 
here or that the doors are closed by 
government authority. 
o notice has 
been posted and the only information 
given at the door is that the doors are 
absolutely closed to everybody except 
persons having property in the safe de- 
posit vaults. 
One irate depositor cre- 
ated a scene by forcing himself half 
way into the door, where he received a 
heavy blow in the face from some one 
inside and was finally taken away by 
the officers. 
He said he left his money 
and his bank book in there yesterday 
and he wanted at least his book. One 
of the officials of the bank this morning 
assured 
a 
friend 
who had en- 
trance 
to 
the safe 
and deposit 
vaults that 
the bank 
would pay 
every dollar it owed. The general feel- 
ing has been that the bank is strong 
enough, but a feeling of mistrust became 
engendered from various causes against 
a few of the officers. The 
Commercial 
Gazette, in an ^itorial, thus refers to 
this feeling: "Cinoranati is financially 
very sound. If any of oar monied insti- 
tutions have been involved in specula- 
tion it is only necessary to eliminate the 
speculative element and proceed under 
safe conditions. 
There is nothing to 
justify the apprehension and such dis- 
turbance 
as 
gossips may promote 
but 
cannot 
remedy. 
It is now 
stated 
that 
the 
directors 
have 
determined upon the appointment of a 
receiver to take charge of the business 
and an effort is being made to obtain 
one. Mr. Griffiths, of the Citizens' 
National, has been suggested, but it is 
thought he will not accept. 


11:30 a. m.—The directors meeting 
has closed bat the doors are still impas- 
sable, being guarded by policemen with- 
in and policemen oatside. 
The crowd is 
all gone and aside from the policemen at 
the door and the knots of people on the 
sidewalk discussing the situation, there 
is notnibg to indicate the transpiring 
of anything more than usual at the meet- 
ing of the directors. 
Mr. Powell, the 
bank examiner announced that as a result 
of the impairment of the bank's resources 
the government would take charge of it 
and would appoint a receiver to wind up 
the business. It is said unofficially that 
the alternative was given of continuing 
in business by a reorganization, which 
would leave out Vice President Harper, 
Cashier Baldwin and Assistant Cashier 
Ben. E. Hopkins. 
The directors were 
unable to agree upon such a plan or were 
unwilling to take the risk of a run follow- 
ing the interference of the government. 
The outcome, however, was the appoint- 
of Mr. Jno. R. DeCamp, vice-president 
of the Metropolitan National bank, as 
receiver. 
He was placed in charge 
of the bank's affairs. It is now stated 
that the clearing house settlements for 
the past few days have shown an unusual 
strain <on their resources. 
Besides the 
many banks have kept their checks out 
of the clearing house as a favor. 
There 
are numerous rumors afloat concerning 
the cause of the action of the bank ex- 
aminer. 
Yice President Harper, who 
has borne a heavy strain for the past 
week is much distressed and this morn- 
ing calls himself a ruined man and is in 
a high state of excitement. 
A conserva- 
tive director says it is his opinion that 
the depositors will receive their money 
in full. 


HE EXPLAINS. 


Adjutant General Drum Is Duly Heard 
From. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—"I frankly 
admit," said Adjutant General Drum, 
"that I am not as good a lawyer as the 
president. 
Had I supposed for an in- 
stant that my construction of the re- 
vised statutes bearing upon captured 
flags was not correct, I never would have 
made the suggestion that the trophies of 
the rebellion should be returned to the 
several states. 
In my letter to Secre- 
tary Endicott, dated April 30, and which 
contained the suggestion subsequently 
approved by the president, I said: 
* While in the past favorable action has 
always been taken 
on applications, 
properly supported for the return of 
union fli^s to organizations represent- 
ing survivors of the military regiments 
in the service of the government, I beg 
to submit that it would be a graceful act 
to anticipate future rrquests of this 
nature, and venture to suggest the pro- 
priety of returning all the flags (union 
and confederate) to the authorities of 
respective states in which the regiments 
which bore these colors were organiz- 
ed, for such final disposition a« they 
may determine.'" 


" I assume," continned Gen. Drum, 
*'that this is a statement of fact and is 
absolutely true. 
Repeatedly flags have 
been returned under previous adminis- 
tration« 9yer mnoe the oloee of the war. 


My idea in making the si^geBtion I did, 
was that the Union having been pre- 
served and the principal for which we 
fonght having been incorporated in the 
oonstitution of the United States, har- 
mony would be preserved by not keep- 
ing flags captured from our brethern in 
the same way as trophies secured from 
an alien enemy. The flags captured 
from the Conf^erates could not be dis- 
played in the war department as trophies, 
when BO many who had fought under 
them were now United States senators 
and representatives, who have business 
often at the war department, and it 
would not seem proper to flaunt the 
captured flags in their faces in that 
building. 
Therefore t h e j were kept 
boxed np."

Harry Eilpatrick, a young man twenty 
years of age, has been employed as a 
fireman on switch engine No. 16, in the 
Lake Shore yards.

Since the revival of learning in 
fiuropo tliere have been scores, yea, 
hundreds of scholars who have known 
"Their Homer" by heart, and a thous- 
and other things beside.s. 
Bishop 
Saunderson, old Isak Walton tells us, 
could repeat all the odes of Horace, all 
Tully's offices and the best part of 
Juvenal and Persins. 
Euler, the ma- 
thematician, and Liebnitz, the philoso- 
pher could recite the JEneid from be- 
ginning to end. In their day Person, 
Elmsley, Parr, and Wakefield held 
the foremost place as scholars, and all, 
of course, had rare memories; but the 
palm must be given to Porson, of whom 
endless stories are told. 
Before he 
went to Eton he was able to repeat 
almost the whole of Horace, Virgil, 
Homer, Cicero, and Livy. 
When, as a 
practical joke, a school-fellow slipped 
the wrong book into Porson's hand, just 
as he was about to read and translate, 
the boy was not disconcerted, but went 
on to read from his memory as if noth- 
ing had occurred. In later life his per- 
formances approached the miraculous. 
It would require all our space to give 
any fair idea of them, for he not only 
knew all the Greek poets and prose 
writers pretty well by heart, but could 
recite whole plays of Shakespeare, or 
complete books from "Paradise Lost," 
Pope's "Rape of the Lock," Barrow's 
sermons, scenes from Foote, 
Edge- 
worth's essay on Irish Bulls, scores of 
pages from Gibbon or Rapin. 
He is 
also said to have been able to repeat 
the whole of the Moral Tale of the Dean 
of Badajoz and Smollet's "Roderick 
Random" from the first page to the 
last. 


Gilbert Wakefield's memory was 
also of the gigantic order, but it will 
not bear in comparison with Porson's. 
There were few passages in Homer or 
Pindar which he could not recite at a 
moment's notice; Virgil and Horace he 
knew perfectly well, and he could re- 
cite entire books from the Old and New 
Testiments without halting or failing 
in a single verse. 
There was also John 
Wyman Bruce, whose leisure time was 
devoted to classical studies. 
His chief 
favorite was ^schylus, the vfiiole of 
whose plays he has learned by heart, 
including the 1,200 lines of the Aga- 
memnon collated by Robertellus. 
He 
knew his Horace in the same way, and 
was quite content until one day he met 
with an old fellow-student at Bonn, 
who, when he made a quotation, would 
mention book, ode, and verse, remark- 
ing that he did not regard any one as 
knowing Horaco properly unless he 
could do that. 
Mr. Bruce, accordingly 
set to work at Horace again, and was 
not long before he could name the exact 
place occupied by a line in any of the 
fjunona odea—(7/iamber«'

DEATH OF G.S. CHOUTEAU. 


The Oldest Citizen of St. Lonls^ Bom 
Ninety-Three Tears Ago. 


The subject of the following historical 
sketch was the grand-father of Mrs. Max 
Nirdlinger of this city, and the extract 
is taken from the St. Louis Olobe Dem- 
ocrat'. 


The life of the very oldest citizen of 
St. Louis, who had lived here as a sub- 
ject of Spain and of France, and a citi- 
zen of the United States, has slowly 
faded away—Gabriel Sylvester Chouteau, 
born in St. Louis, December 31, 1795, 
the son of Auguste Chouteau. The lat- 
ter was one of the founders of the city, 
arriving here with his brother Pierre, in 
the expedition commanded by Pierre 
Ligueste Laclede, on February 15, 1764. 
Since then the family name has been 
thoroughly identified with the history 
of the city at every step. 
Attaining the 
age of usefulness, which in those times 
was a very early one, Gabriel Sylves- 
ter Chouteau was employed as an Indian 
trader with the old American Fur com- 
pany, visiting for a period of fifteen 
years all of the tribes on the Upper 
Mississippi and tributary rivers. Wit- 
nessing the pulling down of the Spanish 
fiag and the running np of the stars and 
stripes, he remembered the event dis- 
tinctly, and has frequently repeated the 
story as one of the most prominent ex- 
periences of his early life 
His military 
service was confined to the war of 1812, 
when he held the position of Lieuten- 
ant. 
During his active years the prin- 
cipal business of St. Louis was Indian 
trading, and for that reason he was never 
identified prominently with any other 
interest except milling. He owned a 
flour mill on Ninth and Shruce,-run by 
water power, and operated it until the 
dam was ordered by ordinance to be re- 
moved. 
Since then be had no business 
interests. It was wtiile repairing the 
dam to his mill that he caught cold, 
which left him so seriously afflicted with 
rheumatism that for forty years he has 
but rarely been out of his honse during 
the months of December, January and 
February, and which with old age and 
other complications, finally caused his 
death.

Sylvester 
Chouteau entered into rest at 9 o'clock 
p. m. Saturday, June 18, 1887, in the 
93d year of his age.

T H E M A Y S V I L L E COAL F I E L D S . 


Farther Explorations Prove Beyond a 
Doubt the Existence of Coal In 
the Northern Part of 
Allen County. 


MAYSviijiiB, Ind., June 18, 1887. 


To the Editor of The Sentinel. 


Another visit to fountain district, 
near our village, still recalls more abun- 
dant evidences that a large bed of stone 
coal lies near t he smface. The fountains 
are quite a bonanza for the farmers and 
furnish an excellent article of water, 
without pumps and additional expense 
to bring it to the surface and it is found 
to be by experience not only an ines- 
timable quality of water for stock upon 
the farms, but as fine an article for 
culinary purposes as can be found in 
Northern Indiana. 
The height above 
the surface to which the water has been 
raised is from eighteen inches to six 
feet with a pressure that sends the 
stream from the pipe to a distance of 
from two to six feet. 
The diameter of 
the streams from the pipes is from one-, 
half to two inches and the water tastes 
like the water of Saratoga Springs and 
the Coosa Springs, of Georgia. 
This 
abundant supply of an excellent article 
of water for all purposes ia the farming 
interests among the farmers is one of 
the few liberal privileges scattered by a 
profuse and beneficent hand to help the 
labors of the Farmington community in 
our western country, but in this part of 
our state it seems that there is no end 
to our water privileges if only we reach 
the fountain bed and give the water a 
pathway to reach the surface. 
On a 
farm owned by James Johnson, one mile 
south and two miles east of our village, 
we found an excellent well of living 
water which was reached at the depth 
of thirty seven feet. 
Before they ob- 
tained water they drilled through a stone 
coal vein of two feet, commencing at a 
depth of two feet from the suriace and 
lying above the quicksand, where they 
obtained the living water. 
This coal 
vein seems to be found above the quick 
sand, whilst in any other place where 
they struck coal they found it under the 
quicksand, 
with but one exception, 
where they were certain they bored 
through a shallow vein before reaching 
water, and also found another under the 
quicksand. 
Tno water in the Johnson 
fountain threw np a large quantity of 
small pieces of stone coal bearing marks 
that it was cut by the drill from the 
vein they had just piped through, and 
having obtained a g o ^ flow of water, 
they did not go any further to ascertain 
whether coal existed under the quick- 
sand. 
On Abraham Kelly's farm, about 
one mile southeast of our village, the 
workmen had just finished a new foun- 
tain and obtained it before reaching the 
depth of the coal bed. The persons 
present state that they found a strong 
odor of petroleum in the first gush of 
water and found dark specks upon the 
waterfrom which came the odor. When 
taken between the fingers they had a 
smooth, oily feeling and had a very dis- 
agreeable smell. 
On Sylvester Stophie's 
farm, a quarter of a mile south of here, 
at a depth of forty-three feet, they 
brought up some coal and dark colored 
wood. On testing the wood by chewing 
it, they found it tasted like pine tim- 
ber. 
He had not yet reached the depth 
of the coal bed nor the quicksand in 
which the water is found. 
Obtaining a 
sufficient amount of coal for experiment- 
inK. we set to work and kindled a fire 
with it. 
It burned very readily and 
leaves red ashes and gives out but very 
little odor. 
The distance over which 
are scattered the fountains giying indi- 
cations of coal under the suriace is thus 
far one-half mile wide and two miles 
long and giving very strong evidences 
that it is dipping towards the b ^ of ^ e 
Manmee and St. Joe riven. 


HALF A JENTURY ! 


Oreat Britain's Queen Receives the 
Congratulations of Her Loyal 
Sabjects—The Jubilee 
Ceremonies. 


LOXDON, June 21.—The first day of the 
fifty-first year of the reign of Queen 
Victoria, of Great Britain was opened 
with i)eriect summer weather. 


The crowds scattered over the city 
were unprecedented in numbers and size. 
Thousands of people, who yesterday se- 
lected locations along the route for to- 
day's procession in order to retain them, 
occupied them all night, and many used 
camp stools or improvised rests to en- 
able them to withstand the long and 
tiresome wait. 
At 9 o'clock the line of 
route was on each side a compact mass 
of people. 
Every body, despite the dis- 
comforted crowding, manifested no ill 
humor. 
The scene at Westminister 
Abbey was brilliant. 
Every seat was 
filled and every person present was a dis- 
tinguished person. 
It seemed as if 
every locality the world over had 
sent one or more of its representative 
personage to do honor to tho Queen. 
Never probably in modern times was 
there assembled under one roof an audi- 
ence so well and so brilliantly arrayed. 
Every man present entitled to wear a 
uniform or decoration had both on. The 
first royal procession was composed of 
the Indian princess and a few minor 
German princes.

AT THE PrrESBTJBa SHOPS. 


A nenmatic riveting machine is now 
being placed in the boiler department, 
which will be a great convenience to the 
shops and a saving of labor. 
It will be 
ready for use in about three weeks. 


James C. Hughes, the foreman of the 
boiler department, has been in the em- 
ploy of the company since 1864, and the 
assistant foreman, William Rogers, has 
held a position in the shops since 1862. 


A third-class engine which has been 
;iven a general overhauling and repair- 
ing, left the shops to-day. 


Some of the departments in the shops 
are now working thirteen hours a day 
during two days in the week, and ten 
hours a day for the balance of the week. 
Business is booming and these extra 
hours of labor are a necessity. 


The Pittsburg company received to- 
day a large number of bulletin boards 
for the stations along the line of the 
road and they will be distributed in a 
few days. 


A force of carpenters are continually 
employed in making repairs around the 
bnildings.

And after all this effort the condi- 
tions of life often accorded with those 
indicated in the following laconic dia- 
logue : 


"Whose land was that vou bought?" 
"Mogg's." 
"What's the soil?'* 
"Bogs." 
"What's the climate?" 
"Fogs." 
"What do you eat?" 
"Hogs." 
"What do you build your houses of?" 
"Logs." 
"Have you any neighbors?" 
"Frogs." 
Few newspapers reached these iso- 
lated settlers; and letters were sent to 
them through the nearest town, per- 
haps a hundred miles away, where they 
lay for months until the person thej 
were destined for, or some neighbor, 
oould find »imi» to jzo for them.
